NATIONALISTS CLAIM 
CAPTURE OF IHING 


Northerners Report the Defeat 
of Honan Forces in Cheng 
chow Region. 


Shanghai, March 15 (By A. P.).— 
Investigation has been ordered by the 
United States authorities of a new in- 
ternational incident which occurred 
on Sunday when Chinese soldiers fired 
on the American destroyer Preble and 
a Standard Oil launch, which the de- 
stroyer was protecting from ‘Chinese 
interference, 12 miles from the Wuhu 
on the Yangtse river. 

The Preble had placed an armed 
party aboard the launch and was €és- 
corting her out of danger when she 
was fired on. The bridge of the de- 
stroyer was struck twice, but there 
were no casualties, and the Americans 
replied to the Chinese fire with ma- 
chine guns. 

John Van A. MacMurray, American 
Minister at Peking, has instructed 
Frank P. Lockhart, consul general at 
Hankow, to investigate the incident 
and a formal protest will be made to 
the Cantonese government, which only 
recently captured Wuhu, if it is found 
that nationalists were responsible for 
the attack. 


Two Battles Fought. 


Unconfirmed news from the fighting 
fronts. tell of fighting at Thing, which 
the Cantonese claim to have occupied, 
and near Chengchow in northern 
Honan, where the northerners claim 
a victory. 

The Cantonese claims say that Ihing, 
which is a port on the western side of 
Lake Taihu, 100 miles west of Shang- 
hai, fell before them after severe fight- 
ing. Capture of Ihing would mean a 
further extension of the Cantonese 
plan to encircle the important city of 
Nanking from the south and so cut 
it off from Shanghai. 

The northern victory was claimed 
at the headquarters of Marshall Chang 
Tso-Lin, Manchurian war lord, where 
it was said that severe losses had been 
inflicted on the semi-independent 
Honan forces of Gen. Chin Yun-Ao, 
forcing them to retreat to Chengchow. 
The Manchurians now plan to attack 
the latter city. 

Nanking Still Quiet. 

Nanking was still quiet today, but 
everything was in readiness to evac- 
uate the women and children there in 
case of need.

‘Paris to Refuse Observer 
At 3-Power Naval Parley 


Cabinet Decides to Reject Coolidge invtiatien Sent to 
France and Italy Urging Both to Be Represented 


at Conference in 


“Some Manner.” 


Paris, March 15 (By A. P.).—A dec- 
lination by France to be represented 
even by an “observer” at the forthcom- 
ing three-power naval conference is un- 
derstood to have been the decision of 
the Poincare cabinet at a long discus- 
sion today on President Coolidge’s in- 
vitation that France be represented in 
“some manner.” A reply to the Ameri- 
can invitation, conveying this decision, 
will be submitted to the cabinet Satur- 
day. 

It is considered that nothing has 
arisen since President. Coolidge’s invita- 
tion for a five-power naval limitation 
conference to lead the French govern- 
ment to modify the policy formulated 
in its initial reply; namely, that the 
disarmament problem must be dealt 
with as a whole. 

The idea of sending an “observer” at 
first met a certain amount of favor, but 
serious objections, raised by expert offi- 
cial circles, is understood to have led 
to its abandonment. 

It was pointed out that the question 
of France’s naval strength was bound 
to come up during discussions and that 
a French observer would be placed in a 


difficult dilemma. If he were to keep 
strictly to his role, he would be obliged 
to allow arguments against France's 
naval defense policy to go unanswered, 
and this, it was felt, would have the 
appearance of making him, by his si- 
lence, seem to subscribe to views con- 
trary to French official doctrines. 
French public opinion would be sure 
to object to this, it was sald. 

On the other hand, if he should be 
led to abandon his passive role and 
take up = defense of the conceptions of 
the French naval staff he necessarily 
would cease to be an abserver.

LOSE 80 TO LIBERALS’ 120 


Mexico City, Marck 15 (By A. P.). 
One of the most important battles of 
the civil war in Nicaragua has begun in 
the Matagalpa sector, says a Guatemala 
dispatch to El Universal Grafico. 

The dispatch says that couriers 
brought reports to Guatemala City that 
a force of 8,000 conservatives in opposing 
a force of 6,000 liberals. The conserva- 
tive general, Salvador Reyes, was said 
to have been routed. 

Managua, Nicaragua, March 15 (By 
A. P.).—The conservative troops have 
fallen back after an eight-hour battle 
against the liberal forces at Muy Muy 
in which 200 men are believed to have 
been killed, according to advices reach- 
ing the conservative government of 
Nicaragua here. 

Eighty dead were reported left on 
the field by the conservatives who fell 
back when their ammunition was ex- 
hausted. There were many wounded 
on both sides. } 

The conservatives, commanded by 
Gen. Reyes, had advanced as a part of 
a general offensive against Matiguas, 
where the liberal general, Moncada, 
has his headquarters. But at Muy 
Muy Gen. Reyes’ 500 men encountered 
800 liberals under Luis Beltran San- 
doval, and after the battle retreated 
to Minaverde, where they are waiting 
for reinforcements and ammunition. 

Aviators of the conservative army 
flew over the battle sector today using 
bombs and machine guns. 

It is reported that a small band of 
liberals captured and looted Teustepe, 
near Acoyapa, which: the liberal forces 
captured yesterday.

A decisive victory for the Diaz gov- 
ernment forces in Nicaragua was 
claimed in a telegram yesterday from 
Managua to the Nicaraguan legation 
here which said the liberal forces of 
Gen. Moncada had been badly beaten 
at Muy Muy.

Secretary Mellon Is Confident 
of $600,000,000 on In- 
come Returns. 


PEACE-TIME RECORD SEEN

Money flowed in and out of the 
Treasury yesterday in perhaps the 
largest volume for any day since the 
war, the turnover reaching into the 
billions.

The Sinclair contempt case probably

The manufacturer will be in 
the position of testifying against him- 
self, but will benefit by the’ Federal 
court rule which prohibits counsel im- 
peaching the testimony of its own wit- 
nesses.” 

Six women and six men parried with 
attorneys and the judge in the tiny 
marble-walled courtroom and succeed- 
ed in being chosen to sit as jurors in 
what promises to be a long-drawn out 
trial. No alibis were forthcoming as to 
business duties, illness in the family 
or prejudices.

The four boys, implicated in the 
dynamite episode, recommended for 
dismissal, are William Ross, 12 years 
old, Allen Ross, 13; Warren Clardy, 13, 
and William Riggs, 13. 

The final decision as to whether the 
boys will be dismissed is up to Sup- 
erintendent of Schools Frank W. Bal- 
lou. Mn Miller, it is said, has recom- 
mended that the boys be dismissed 
from the school in the interest of dis- 
cipline and, as an example to the 
other students at Central. 

The boys, it was learned, are still 
attending classes there, and will con- 
tinue until Dr. Ballou passes on the 
matter. 

The four boys are said by Central of- 
ficials to have brought dynamite to the 
school, and to have exhibited it there,

HAD COMPLAINED 


EARLIER IN EVENING 


Husband Killed on Street 
After Striking Wife and 
Forcing Doors. 


While her 11-year-old son looked on, 
Mrs. Annie Susan Edwards, 32 years 
old, mother of three small children, 
shot and killed her husband, John 
Orator Edwards, 36 years old, on the 
street a short distance from their home 
at 1244 K street southeast, shortly be- 
fore 12 o’clock last night. She fired, 
she told police, after her husband had 
struck and threatened to kill her. 

Mrs. Edwards was released following 
the shooting upon the orders of Act- 
ing Coroner Joseph D. Rogers. She re- 
turned to her home to care for her 
children. Dr. Rogers will conduct an 
inquest this morning at the District 
morgue. Edwards died almost instant- 
ly from a bullet wound over the heart. 

Less than two hours before the tra- 
gedy, Mrs. Edwards appealed to police 
of the Fifth precinct to protect her 
from her husband, who, she told them, 
was drunk. Two policemen were sent 
to the Edwards’ home, a modest bunga- 
low, but departed after they learned 
that Edwards had fled. 

Door Broken In. 

He returned to the home about 11:30 
o’clock in a drunken rage, Mrs. Ed- 
wards asserted. She had locked the 
front door and refused to admit him. 
Angered, he secured a hammer and a 
wrench and beat upon the door until 
he broke the lock, she said. ! 

Mrs. Edwards said she fled to the 
bedroom where her children, William, 11 
years old; James, 6, and Thomas, 4, 
were sleeping. Locking the door she 
begged her husband to go away. He 
continued to beat upon the door with 
the wrench and the hammer, she said, 
and she went to a bureau drawer and 
got a .38-caliber revolver. 

The door finally gave way and Ed- 
wards, his wife said, staggered into the 
room, his face distorted with rage. The 
children had been awakened by the 
pounding on the doors and began

Death Threatened, Woman Says’ 

Terror-stricken, Mrs. Edwards leaped 
from the bedroom window on the first 
floor, clad only in a nightgown and a 
bathrobe, and ran screaming for help. 
Edwards followed and overtook her 
about 150 feet from their home. As he 
grabbed her by the arm, Mrs. Edwards 
told police, he said: 

“Now, I’ve got you and I’m going to 
kill you.” 

Raising the hand holding the wrench 
he struck her on the head, she said. 
As he raised to strike again she placed 
the revolver against his chest and fired 
qnce. 

The tragedy was witnessed by her 
son William, who was standing clad 
in his nightclothes in the doorway of 
the home. 

Mrs. Edwards, after firing the fatal 
shot, ran to her home and surrounded 
by her children awaited the arrival of 
the police. When they arrived and led 
her from the house William ran after 
her crying: 

“Mamma, Jimmy and Tommy want 
to come with you.” 

Turning to the crying child, Mrs. 
Edwards said.

“We Heard Shot,” Say Children. 


When police began searching the 
house the children, sitting up in bed, 
said: 

“Daddy is dead. We heard the pis- 
tol shot.” 

Mrs. Edwards was taken to the Fifth 
precinct station, but no charges were 
placed against her. She sald she came 
here with her family from Cleveland, 
Ohio, six weeks ago. Her husband, she 
said, refused to work or give her money 
to ‘support the family, so she got a 
position as a waitress in Childs restaur- 
ant, on Pennsylvania avenue north- 
west. 

Edwards was living at the home of 
his father, John Edwards, at Hyatts- 
ville, Md. Last night about 10 o’clock 
he came to her house, obviously drunk, 
Mrs. Edwards said. She admitted him 
and he began threatening her and the 
children, she told police.

MALE OF SCHOOLS 


Central High Auditorium Is 
Found to Lack Safeguards 
Required by Law. 


ONLY 73 BUILDINGS PASS 
IN ANNUAL INSPECTION 


—_~— 


Report to Commissioners Is 


Referred to the Board 
of Education. 


Central High school auditorium was 
again criticized as unsafe for audiences 
in the report of the annual inspection 


of schools, submitted yesterday to the| 


commissioners and by them forwarded 
to the board of education. 

Seventy-three of the 150 public 
school buildings of the District re- 
ceived an official o. k. as to fire hazard. 
In many of the others grave defects 
were indicated. The report was signed 
by C. G. Achstetter, deputy fire mar- 
shal, and W. B. Young, clerk in the 
District repair shop. 

The following general comment was 
made on the Central High school: 

“Found that since previous inspec- 
tions very little has been done at this 
school. As previously reported, as- 
sembly hall contains a stage with a 
large quantity of movable and shifting 
scenery. The stage is larger than any 
stage in the various theaters; in fact, 
it is the largest stage in the city. Were 
informed that, in addition to being 
used by this school, it is used quite 
frequently by community centers and 
various organizations. 


Safeguards Declared Inadequate. 


“This hall is not equipped with the 
proper safeguards for protection of peo- 
ple who assemble there. In fact, it is 
not equipped in accordance with the 
District ordinances. Should a fire oc- 
cur on the stage among the hanging 
and shifting scenery, or stage settings, 
in all probability it would prove to be 
disastrous to the people assembled in 
the hall, to the hall itself and probably 
to other parts of the building. This 
hall is used at times for theatrical pur- 
poses. It should, therefore, be equipped 
with the same fire protection as is re- 
quired in theaters.” 

Following detailed recommendations 
as to various schools, the report con- 
tains general remarks in which it is 
said that waste paper, in many schools, 
is stored in burlap sacks and is re- 
moved weckly. This is condemned as 
an unsafe practice, likely to cause fires. 
Other criticisms and suggestions fol- 
low: 

Ashes should not be piled against 
firewood or woodwork, nor placed in 
wooden containers. 


Use of Pilot Lamps Advised. 


Red pilot lamps should be provided 
on such fixtures as electric irons in do- 
mestic science rooms and electric stoves 
in manual training rooms, to indicate 
when current is turned on. 

Nothing has been done by way of 
fireproofing tables and benches with 
wooden tops in laboratories, many of 
which contain gas. connections for 
small stoves and Bunsen’ burners. 

Fire-resisting doors should be made 
self-closing. 

Means should be adopted to over- 
come danger of spread of flames by

Combustible Floors Found. 


Sixteen old-type three-story brick 
schools have combustible floors. Some 
are not equipped with the necessary 
number of fire escapes. Others have 
vertical ladder escapes, unsafe for use 
by children in an emergency. They 
should have outside fire stairways or 
fireproof stairs inclosed in fireproof 
towers. 

These schools were listed as follows: 

Curtis, Dennison, Force, Franklin, 
Gales, Garnett, Grant, Henry, Lincoln, 
Shaw Junior High, Peabody, Randall, 
Seaton, Stevens, Sumner and Webster. 

The following are some of the prin- 
cipal detailed recommendations in the 
report: 

Central High school—Fire curtains 
the full width of the stage; 2-inch 
perforated water pipes over proscen- 
ium arch for water curtain in case of 
fire; 2%2-inch standpipe on each side 
of stage; automatic sprinkler system 
over stage, dressing rooms, storage 
rooms and work shops; fire alarm box; 
gridiron over stage to prevent danger 
of falling to floor while operating 
stage mechanism; additional exit, rear 
of armory; larger room or additional 
rooms for printing class. 

Congress Heights school—An old 
one-story frame structure containing 
two rooms, each heated by a stove, 
should be replaced by brick building. 

Dunbar High school—Changes simi- 
lar to those recommended at Central 
High school, if auditorium is to be 
used for theatricals; carbon petra- 
chloride extinguisher alongside of elec- 
tric switchboard. 

Eastern High school—Small windows 
by exit of assembly hall should be 
made wider and cut down to floor 
level, providing exits, because of con- 
gestion at main exit; seven fire ex- 
tinguishers in as many locations.

Artists. 

The pictures were hung alphabetical- 
ly, without regard to merit or school, 
and some strange contrasts resulted. 
There are to be no prizes and the judg- 
ment of the public will be the only 
criticism. Paintings are accepted for 
exhibition on application by the artlist 
and there is no jury to pass on the 
merit of those submitted. 

The exhibition will be open the next 
two weeks with the exception of tomor- 
row, when the exposition will give place 
to a St. Patrick’s day celebration in the 
hotel.

Manufacturing Development 
| of City Can Not Be Ignored, 
| Says Taliaferro. 


LACK OF WORK HELD 
AS FORCING SOME AWAY 


25,000 Estimated to Have 
Visited Exhibition in 
Five Days. 


That the industrial development of 
@ community can not be ignored in 
considering the future was stressed by 
Commissioner Sidney F. Taliaferro last 
night in che auditorium at the Wash- 
ington Chamber of Commerce third 
annual exposition. 


Charles Darr, Ivan C. Weld and 
Martin A. Leese pointed out the devel- 
opment that Washington had made 
industrially, at a meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the third floor 
of the auditorium. 

As the exposition finished the first 
half of its ten-day cycle last night, 
approximately 25,000 visitors had 
strolled through the auditorium view- 
ing the many “light industries and 
enterprises” that Washington supports. 
The number of visitors is expected to 
be doubled and probably trebled be- 
fore the lights are turned off Satur- 
day night. : 

“The industrial exposition has great 
possibilities for education and civic 
benefit and is an excellent occasion for 
pondering on our business future and 
taking an-inventory of our business 
progress,” Commissioner . Taliaferro 
stated. “The Capital was founded to 
be the governmental center of the na- 
tion. This is proper and fitting and 
nothing must be done to retard the im- 
provement of its fine architectural ap- 
pearance, but since we are living in a 
very practical age and since economic 
welfare is essential the economic devel- 
opment of a community in nowise can 
be ignored. There is no way of imped- 
ing the progress of a city more quickly 
than by stemming its opportunities for 
trade advancement and thereby reduc- 
ing the opportunities for livelihood.” 


Calls Development Marvelous. 


Charles Darr, vice president ‘of the 
chamber, characterized the develop- 
ment of Washington as “marvelous” 
when the barriers that it has had to 
overcome are considered. 

Washington has plenty of politics, 
Ivan C. Weld stated, but what is needed 
now are industries that will enable 
the children to go out and get work 
when they have finished school so they 
will not have to go elsewhere. 

The Federal government can not sup- 
port the nearly 600,000 people who are 
dependent upon the District for their 
livelihoods, Mr. Leese stated. ‘“‘The peo- 
ple of Washington are the best educated 
of any city,” he said, adding that there 
is no sense in their having to go away 
to obtain employment.

According to the story told by the 
boys, they were strolling through the 
woods in Rock Creek park, near the 
Adams Mill road entrance to the zoo, 
when they came upon a pile of leaves 
banked against an old log. Uncovér- 
ing the leaves, they found the dyna- 
mite, they said. 

Five sticks of dynamite that had 
been in the possession of the boys later 
were confiscated by Policeman Tucker, 
of the Tenth precinct. Some of it was 
found in an old, dilapidated house at 
1779 Columbia road northwest, which 
the boys had used as a rendezvous. 

Police conducted an investigation 
into the matter, and were inclined to 
doubt somewhat the story as to where 
the boys found the dynamite, but final- 
ly accepted it and dropped the case. 

Mr. Miller, it was learned, has re- 
quested that the police take up the 
case again, and follow it to a finish, 
especially to ascertain where the dyna- 
mite came from, and why it was within 
the reach of schoolboys. That it was 
possible for students to find dynamite, 
which apparently had been ieft free 
for anybody to pick up, he was said to 
have declared due “to criminal negli- 
gence.” By bringing the dynamite to 
the school with them, it was considered 
the boys had placed in jeopardy the 
lives of hundreds of stvflents. 


MARRING VIRGINIA SHORE 
FROWNED ON BY CITIZENS 


Interfederation Council Holds 
Nearby Sections Are Integral 
Part of Capital. 


SEEK EXTENSION FOR GAS 


The Virginia shore of the Potomac 
river, opposite the Capital, “is an in- 
tegral part of the Greater Federal City,” 


and the same treatment, which is ap- 
proved for Washington also must be 
applied to it, the interfederation con- 
ference, composed of delegates from 
citizens associations of the District, 
Mongomery county, Md., and Arling- 
ton county, Va., declared in a resolu- 
tion adopted at its monthly meeting 
held in the Hamilton hotel last night. 

The resolution included contiguous 
Maryland as well as Virginia in its 
declaration that plans for the future 
development of the Capital must take 
into consideration the surrounding ter- 
ritory, which is, it went on, “from every 
practical consideration an integral part 
of the greater Federal city.” 

Specifically the resolution, which was 
proposed by Arthur Orr, of the Arling- 
ton county civic federation, and adopt- 
ed unanimously, wads directed against 
erection of the proposed abattoir in 
irginta. Such a thing, the 
conference declared, would mar the 
beauty of public buildings and parks. 

Help of the conference was asked by 
Oliver Owen Kuhn, president of the 
Montgomery County Civic federation, 
in the efforts his organization is mak- 
ing to bring about extension of the 
service mains of the Washington Gas 
Light Co. farther into Montgomery 
county. The request was referred to 
the conference executive committee 
with the promise of aid. The matter 
will be taken up with officers of the 
gas company. 

A plan to hold next fall the largest 
citizens’ banquet in the history of the 
city was approved. The banquet 
would bring together the membership 
of the citizens’ federation of Arlington 
and Montgomery counties and the 
Federation of Citizens Associations of 
the District. James G. Yaden, presi- 
dent of the District federation, pre- 
sided at the meeting last night. The 
heads of the three federations preside 
in turn.

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BONES OF 6 BEING DUG 
HP TO G0 BACK TO CHINA 


Bodies in Congressional Cem- 
etery for Ten Years Are 
Being Disinterred. 


FOLLOWS OLD CUSTOM 


The work of taking the bones of 66 
Chinese from Congressional cemetery 
for removal to China was begun yester- 
day. Under supervision of L. B. Taylor, 
superintendent, and a corps of Chinese 
agents, every body that has been in the 
cemetery for 10 years is to be disin- 
terred. The bones will be placed in her- 
metically sealed boxes about a foot long 
and, with the identity of the remains 
carefully preserved, sent to New York 
for return to China. 


It is the periodic removal of the re- 
mains of all Chinese dead in this coun- 
try under the time old custom of re- 
turning them to the homeland. About 
once every 10 years the Chinese boat 
touches at all of the big ports in this 
country to take on its strange cargo. 
The remains cannot be removed under 
10 years because of a Federal law. 

The Chinese agents have complete 
charge of the preparation of the re- 
mains for shipment. After they are 
taken from the grave they are placed 
on a small charcoal stove for the re- 
moval of any flesh that may-~ remain. 
And painstaking care is taken to pre- 
serve the identity of the remains. 

The headstone is removed and given 
to the cemetery officials to make any 
disposition which they may see fit, but 
no other body is placed in the evacu- 
ated grave. 

‘No ceremony attends the collection of 
the bones. 

The Chinese do hold ceremonies in 
the the cemetery, though, about twice 
@ year. Formerly they placed food, 
chicken, bread and rice on the grave. 
Now they gather around the graves and 
feast themselves while their clergy de- 
livers rites over the dead. 


E. $. BALCH, EXPLORER 
AND SCIENTIST, DIES 


Wrote Many Books on His 
Travels and Was Lover 


of Paintings.

Philadelphia, March 15.—Edwin 
Swift Balch; 70 years old, prominent 
scientist and explorer, whose family 
has been well known socially here for 
several generations, died today at his

Spies’ Report Turns Back 
Arlington and Fairfax Men 
From Winchester. 


PLANNED NIGHT ATTACK 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Winchester, Va., March 15.—Nearly 
250 men of Fairfax and Arlington coun- 
ties gathered at a spot in the Blue 
Ridge mountains one night last week 
for the purpose of attacking the Win- 
chester jail and seizing Louis Boersig, 
the Alexandria man held here on a 
double murder, attack and robbery 
charge in connection with the clubbing 
of Mrs. George Ridgeway and her two 
little daughters recently near Alexan- 
dria, it became known here today. 

The only reason the jail attack failed 
to materialize, it was said, was due to 
an adverse report made to the crowd 
by a reconnoitering party of a dozen 
men sent here. They reported the Fred- 
erick county jail virtually was im- 
pregnable. 

Sheriff Pannett, of Frederick county, 


today admitted the information came | 


to him from an Alexandria man who 
came here yesterday on an errand in 
connection with the case against Boer- 
sig. He said there were no less than 
60 automobiles parked at given places 
in the Blue Ridge mountains: Some 
were strewn along the Lee-Jackson 
highway, while others were hidden in 
by-roads, all ready to move toward Win- 
chester at a signal. 

The man said that while the crowd 
was on the way to the rendezvous the 
leaders decided to send several cars 
ahead to make an inv gation. The 
cars cruised about the neighborhood 
for some time and went back. 

Sheriff Pannett said that with two 
companies of )-‘litia stationed here and 
&® volunteer fe department of 1,600 
men, he was confident an alarm would 
bring out a force sufficient to cope with 
any situation. 

Attorney Flynn, of Alexandria, who 
has been retained as counsel for Boer- 
sig, visited the prisoner yesterday. 

Wilson Farr, commonwealth’s attor- 
ney of Fairfax courfty, brought an ex- 
pert here from Washington and took 
Boersig’s finger prints. 

It is understood the Fairfax prosecu- 
tor will present Boersig to the grand 
jury at Fairfax March 21, on charges of 
murder in connection with the deaths 
of the two Ridgeway children, crim- 
inal assault on Mrs. Ridgeway, and 
housebreaking and robbery.

M’NARY-HAUGEN VETO

yesterday. The Obio senator, back from 
a trip through a part of the territory 
in which President Coolidge’s veto of 
the McNary-Haugen bill was expected 
to create much dissatisfaction, stated, 
following a conference with the chief 
executive, that he found no evidence 
of a political uprising. 

The burden of the story which Sena- 
tor Fess told the President must have 
been interesting. The men remained 
engrossed in their conversation even 
after the hour for the cabinet meeting 
had passed, and the members of the 
President’s official family had to wait. 

Senator Fess, in an interview follow- 
ing his visit at the executive offices, 
said he found nothing to indicate the 
President could not have the nomina- 
tion if he wanted it, but in discussing 
the possibilities in the event of the 
President's withdrawal ventured the 
opinion that Vice President Dawes 
rather than Former Gov. Frank O. 
Lowden, of Illinois, is in the better 
position. He found, he said, that 
Lowden was being blamed for having 
made an effort to capitalize the distress 
of the farmers in the grain States for 
his own political advantage. 


Reports Held Propaganda. 


Senator Fess was positive in his as- 
sertions that reports of serious dis- 
agreement in the farm belt over the 
veto of the McNary-Haugen bill mere- 
jy were propaganda, and expressed the 
belief that any bill for agricultural re- 
lief which embodied the equalization 
fee and price-fixing could not pass the 
next Congress. 

“Reports of dissatisfaction are in- 
spired largely by the farm _ propa- 
gandists,’’ he said, “and do not reflect 
the backbone of public opinion in the 
farm belt. I found the very opposite 
to be true in the majority of instances. 

“Instead of directing the thoughts of 
the farm leaders along the safe and 
sane lines laid down by the President 
in his Chicago speech,” said Senator 
Fess in discussing the possible candi- 
dacy of former Goy. Lowden and Vice 
President Dawes. “Lowden attempted 
to unify the disaffected elements of 
the Republican party in favor of a 
more radical program. Such a move- 
ment can make no permanent headway 
and the reaction against it already has 
set in. 

“This criticism can not be applied to 
Vice President Dawes. The only thing 


he did was to advocate an equaliza- | 


tion fee, which would be sound eco- 
nomics if it were workable and con- 
stitutional. He unquestionably will be 
a strong candidate in the event Presi- 
dent Coolidge decides not to run. The 
farmers regard him as their friend, and 
he has a large following among bank- 
ers and industrial leaders in the East.

Nary-Haugen bill without doubt has 
strengthened President Coolidge very 
much in the section where he is alleged 
to be weak. His clear-cut statement, 
amplifying for the first time objections 
to the measure, has resulted in a most 
favorable reaction. The farmers now 
recognize the weakness of the proposed 
relief scheme.

States is of the opinion that all ap- 
propriate measures taken by the large 
naval powers can not but contribute 
toward facilitating the task of the 
commission.” 

Italy’s assertion of the interdepen- 
dence of every type of armament was 
answered similarly that in the Ameri- 
can view “limitation of the 
branch of armament must greatly con- 
tribute in advancing the solution of 
the problem as a whole.” 

Dealing with Italy’s suggestion tnat 
her geographic position and strategic 
considerations made it impossible for 
her to enter into binding agreements

risks, the American note said: 

“It is feared there may exist some 
misapprehension regarding the terms of 
the proposal of the President of the 
nited States. 

“The American government has no 
preconceived ideas regarding definite 
ratio for the limitation of Italian ton- 
nage in the classes (of ships) reierred 
to, but regards this question as one 
co be determined during the proposed 
conversations.” 

It was further explained to Italy 
that the Washington government be- 
lieved that partial agreement on limi- 
tation of armaments “‘coyld expose no 
power to danger from the navies of the 
powers not included in such an under- 
standing, since no agreement is con- 
templated which would not be subject 
to reconsideration or revision should 
the security of any party to It be 
menaced by the naval program of a 
nation not included in the understand- 
ing.” 

In making a similar statement to 
France as to tonnage ratios, the Ameri- 
can note said it was desired to point 
out “that in the projected conversa- 
ions each power would have the privi- 
lege of taking any position it thinks 
best for its own protection as a basis 
of negotiation.” 

In reply to the French fear that work 
of the preparatory commission might 
be jeopardized and authority of the 
league undermined, the note continued: 

“The government of the United 
States desirés to emphasize the fact 
that it proposed the initiation of the 
Geneva negotiations by representatives 
of certain powers at the forthcoming 
meeting of the preparatory commission, 
and is therefore of the opinion that, far 
from undermining the authority of the 
League of Nations, such conversations 
as those proposed would be of great 
service to that body in an advance 
toward a solution of a difficult prob- 
lem.” 

The two notes stated that in view of 
British and Japanese acceptance, the 
Washington government has decided to 
enter into three-power conversations, 
in which it hopes for Italian and 
French representation in order that 
those two governments “may be fully 
cognizant of the course of negotiations 
and of the agreements which may be 
entered into.”

WILL PUNISH ‘AGGRESSOR’ 


Geneva, March 15 (By A. P.).—The 
League of Nations is iterested in pre- 
venting the outbreak of any war, re- 
gardiess of whether the nations con- 


cerned are members of the league. This 
was made clear today in a. report adopt- 


-ed by the league council committee en- 


gaged in interpreting the league cove- 
nant as an instrument for preventing 


r, 

No nations are named in the report, 
but it indicates that any dispute, even 
theught it involves the United States, 
Mexico, Turkey or any other nonmem- 
ber, becomes @ matter of concern to 
the council. That body should study 
the advisability of bringing into play 
all preventive measures, including aerial 
and naval demonstrations against the 
state which adopts a hostile attitude. 

The report concludes that if, despite 
all measures, a war occurs, it is prob- 
able that events will have made it pos- 
sible to say which state is the aggressor. 
This will.enable the league to enforce 
the economic, financial and military 
penalties provided in article sixteen of 
the covenant, which provides for the 
severance of economic relations by 
league members with a state which vio- 
lates the provisions of the covenant re- 
garding war. 

After a long discussion today the 
committee agreed to a text whereby, if 
a recalcitrant state persists in hostile 
pepuere stone, warning measures may be 
taken by those states which are mem- 
bers of the council. 

Not only may naval demonstrations 
be employed, the committee says, but 
“itis possible that aerial demonstra- 
tions can be used in the future, within 
reasonable limits.”

AT CLASSIFICATION PLAN 


Committee Tells Secretary of 
War Scheme of Pro- 
motion Is Faulty. 


DECLARES MORALE HURT 


The War Department plan of classi- 
fication and promotion of reserve of- 
ficers was criticized yesterday by. re- 
serve officers in conference with Sec- 
retary of War Davis, on the ground 
that its inequalities will hurt the 
morale of the corps. Their opinions 
were taken under consideration. 


A committee headed by Gen. Roy 
Hoffman, Oklahoma, president of the 
association, and including Senator-elect 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, and Gens. Dela- 
field and Riley, former presidents of 
the association, presen their opin- 
ions to Secretary Davis and Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, chief of staff. 

Protests are made against coordina- 
tion of promotions of reserves with 
regular officers and placing in unas- 
wane’ sections of the corps, officers 
who are unable to devote any time to 
military affairs. 

It was explained that many former 
high reserve officers, who on account of 
professions such as medicine and the 
law, or because of tndustrial or business 
burdens, are unable to follow the mili- 
tary training, but as they had expended 
time and energy in preparing for pro- 
motion under former regulations they 
should not be relegated to unassigned 
sections. Resolutions dealing with the 
matter were left with Secretary Davis.

REPORTED AS WANTED 
FOR DETROIT MURDER 


Measurements Tally With 
Those of Man Sought in 
Policeman’s Death. : 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 15 (By A. P.). 
Thirty thousand dollars in currency, 
part .of the loot of the bandits who 
blew up an armored automobile of the 
Pittsburgh Terminal Coal Co. last Fri- 
day, was found by county detectives to- 
day buried on a farm near Bentleyville, 
Pa. 

The officers were led to the cache by 
Joseph Jaworski, a suspect held in the 
case. 

The money, wrapped in paper, was 
aug up from the farm of Joe Weckoskl, 
another suspect, who is at large. Jawor- 


ski was arrested in the Weckoski farm 
house near Bentleyville, Pa., the day 
after the bandits set off two black pow- 
der mines, planted in a highway, blew 
the pay car into the air, and escaped 
with $104,000. 


Questioned at House. 


George Murren, chief of Allegheny 
county detectives, and a squad of offi- 
cers this afternoon took Jaworski to the 
farm house, where he and Stanley Me- 
loski, another suspect who previously 
had. been erroneously reported as re- 
leased, were grilled. 

Finally, Murren turned to Jaworski 
and told him he had better tell where 
the money was secreted, because they 
already knew he was wanted in Detroit 
in: connection with the murder of a 
policeman. He then led the detectives 
to the spot where the money was buried. 

After turning up the $30,000, detec- 
tives said they hoped to find the re- 
mainder of the loot on the farm. Some 
believed, however, that the remainder of 
the money was carried away by the five 
or six bandits who escaped and who are 
being sought in Detroit. 

After a description of Jaworski was 
sent to the Michigan city, Edward Fox, 
chief of the Detroit detective force, tele- 
graphed the Pittsburgh officers that his 
measurements fitted those of a man 
wanted there for killing a policeman. 
Fox asked that in the event Jaworski 
was not held here, he be turned over to 
Michigan authorities. 

Murren reported tonight that the 
money recovered was buried in a 
thicket in the rear of the Weckowski'‘ 
farmhouse. It was soaking wet. - 

When Jaworski was arrested, he had 
$57 in his pocket, including two bills 
containing serial numbers similar to 
bills placed in the pay envelopes of coal 
miners shortly before the armored car 
was blown up. He was arrested soon 
after officers had found the bandits’ 
automobile secreted on the Weckowski 
farm.

ROOSEVELT AWARDED 
WAR SERVICE MEDAL 


Unwillingness of Former Navy 
Official Delayed Presenta- 
tion Nearly Five Years. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

An obscure order to army reserves 
just issued has disclosed the award of 
the distinguished service medal to 
Lieut. Col. Theodore Roosevelt for his 
war services in France. Unwillingness of 
Col. Roosevelt to have the medal con- 
ferred while he was Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy held up announcement 
nearly five years. 

The order disclosing the decoration 
gave no explanation as to why Col. 


Roosevelt. requested the late Secretary 
Weeks to defer it until such time as 
Roosevelt should be no longer in the 
government service. 

The fact that the medal still was 
awaiting delivery ta Col. Roosevelt 
came to the attention of Secretary of 
War Davis several weks ago. He com- 
municated with Col. Roosevelt to ar- 
range a presentation ceremony, but the 
New Yorker replied that he did not de- 
sire formalities and the medal was sent 
by mail. 
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MARCONI CO. CAPITAL 
REDUCED BY DIRECTORS 


Action Taken in Uproarious 
Meeting; Inventor Makes 
Threat to Resign. 


PLANS RAY TO NEW YORK 


London, March 15 (By A. P.)-.— 
Threatening to sever his connection 


with the company if the opposition’s 
charges of mismanagement were up- 
held, Senator William Marconi today 
carried the day for the board of direc- 
tors of the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Co. at a lively meeting of shareholders 
who at times staged uproarious scenes. 

The issue centered ona report of the 
board of directors for the reduction of 
the company’s capital nearly 46% per 
cent. This report, after considerable 
debate, was adopted by a vate of 1,586,- 
532 shares to 320,476 shares. The sena- 
tor himself was reelected one of the di- 
rectors, end by a special resolution was 
appointed president instead of chair- 
man of the board. Four directors were 
reelected. 

The opposition, which comprised a 
committee representing one section ov 
the English shareholders, was heade 
by Charles L. Norton. 

Cheers and countercheers and some 
booing greeted Senator Marconi who, 
after speaking hopefully of the com- 
pany’s prospects, said that if the meet- 
ing indorsed the charges of mismanage- 
ment put forward by the opposition he 
would sever his connection with the 
company, even as technical adviser. 

The controversy which has been wag- 
ing over the affairs of the company re- 
sulted in the appearance of hundreds 
of shareholders-at the meeting in the 
Connaught rooms. The great hall was 
barely adequate to accommodate them. 

Senator Marconi, in the course of his 
statements, announced that the com- 
pany was actively engaged in designing 
and erecting beam stations for com- 
municating with New York and South 
America and was constructing a com- 
plete beam station for the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. 

Detailing passed difficulties of the 
company, he mentioned that the 
amount lost by the dissolution of the 
Argentine Marconi Co, was £400,000.

OVERPRODUCTION. 


An economist of note states that there is 
overproduction both in industries and in agri- 
culture, and that this overproduction is the 
prime cause of depression in many lines of 


_industry and among the farmers. . 


If this is true, the solution of the problem 


is either a reduction. of manufactured. goods 
and farm products, or more and wider markets 
for both. 

The best minds have beén working at this 
problem of production and consumption, as 
well as distribution; but a solution is difficult 
because of the many factors involved and be- 
cause the item of self-interest that pervades it 
throughout. 

Is not the basis of the difficulty under- 
consumption rather than overproduction? Is 
not the item of distribution more important 
than discovery of methods to reduce produc- 
tion? Can there be too much wealth pro- 
duced? If so, then all the economic princi- 
ples deduced from experience are wrong. 
Waste and loss of wealth, either through, re- 
duced production or actual nag Dee a is not 
the road to public welfare. 

While production of more than can be con- 
sumed is waste, increased consumption can 
be obtained by means of new methods of dis- 
tribution and new methods to increase con- 
sumption. The power of world consumption 
is measured by the wages and the welfare: of 
the consuming masses. Raise this level, and 
consumption increases automatically. 

High wages, installment buying, low rates of 
interest and encouragement of thrift will in- 


‘ crease the consuming power of the masses. 


When the point is reached where the consum- 
ing power of the people is sufficient to absorb 
production, the problem will then be, not cur- 
tailment of production, but increase to fill 
demands, 

At present, underconsumption rather than 
overproduction is the situation. As the eco- 
nomic and soéial level of backward countries 
approaches the American standard there will 
be no such thing as overproduction. 

The world is not producing too much; it is 
consuming too little. Distribution is at fault, 
even in the United States, one of the best or- 
ganized countries in the world. 


RIVAL COOKS. 


Mrs. Rosa Lewis, noted British culinary art- 
ist and owner of the Cavendish hotel in Lon- 
don, seems to have started something during 
her recent visit to the United States. Billed 
as the ‘“‘Queen of Cooks,” she toured the East- 
ern part of the country triumphantly and gave 
hundreds of interviews to the press. She is 
credited with having said that American negro 
dishes are about the best food in the world, 
adding that she did not care for French food 
and did not think that the French were good 
cooks because they spent hours at their work 
and made it too exacting. Copies of the papers 
containing these slurs have just reached Paris, 
and Mme. Genot, famous French cook and rons 
taurant proprietor, has made a scathing reply. 

Mme, Genot points out that the French have 
devoted twenty centuries to perfecting the culi- 
nary art, and that her restaurant today is the 
rendezvous for world-famous gourmets. She 
tells of fabulous offers she has received to cook 
for various prominent individuals and hotels, 
and concludes with a challenge which freely 
y translated might read: ‘‘Let Mrs. Lewis do 
her stuff, English style. I will do mine in 
French fashion. Then let an impartial jury 
sample both lunches.’ In qualification she 
suggests that the Englishwoman cross the 


and start preparing luncheon side by side with 
the same ingredients and the same time allow- 
ance. ‘And,’ Mme. Genot adds, “I will take 
on any American negro cook on the same con- 
ditions.”’ 

Unless the competition takes place the mo-

But when it 
comes to genuine, day after day, all-around, 
palate-tickling genius the American negro 
cook need admit no rivals. What a pleasant 
experience it would be to sit in judgment on 
the competitive dishes! 
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DARK OUTLOOK FOR PENSIONERS. 


For the two months following the end of 
April all pensioners will have to borrow money, 
or go hungry, if they are dependent upon the 
pittances which are doled out to them from 
the pension bureau. 

It is not 60 many years ago that the system 
of monthly payments of pensions was sub- 
stituted for the quarterly payment plan. Since 
monthly payments were inaugurated the pen- 
sioner has become dependent upon his regular 
check, shortly after the first of each month. 
Twenty years have made inroads into the phy- 
sical powers of the old soldiers to earn even a 
part of a living for themselves. The average 
age of the civil war veterans on the pension 
rolls exceeds 80 years, and while the wants of 
those old heroes are few, it is practically im- 
possible for them to secure employment which 
will enalffe them to bridge over the two months 
during which they can draw nothing from the 
Treasury. 

The distressing sitrigtion* Which confronts 
these pensioners, veterans and widows alike, 
{ is due primarily to the fact that during the 
last two sessions Congress added to the rolls 
a great many new names, besides increasing

Appropriations for the fiscal year 1928 will 
become available July 1. Until that date the 
vaults of the Treasury will be closed against 
the pensioner, so that none of them—ang there 
are 490,000 on the rolls—can be paid a single 
dollar after the March checks are sent out, 
until the new fiscal year is ushered in. 

As the “old soldiers” and their widows are 
passing away at the rate of 133 every day, 
there will be fewer on that~ honor roll by 
10,000 names when the pension office renews 
the distribution of pension payments in July. 

LT 
TRADE. WITH. THE ORIENT. 


Time is demonstrating that the countries of 
the Orient are‘ rapidly becoming profitable 
markets for American commodities and princt- 
pal sources of American imports. The United 


States in 1926 not only sold more goods to 
those countries, but bought more goods from 
them than in 1925. Last year American com- 
modities sold there totaled about $769,678,- 
000, a gain of approximately 15 per cent over 
1925; and goods purchased from them totaled 


per cent over 1925. 

“This total gain in Oriental trade in 1926 
over 1925 was about 8.6 per cent, and was 
more than five times the average value of trade 
between 1910 and 1914, when:the Far East be- 
gan to be reckoned with as an important factor 
in world commerce. -This gain is particularly 
significant in view of the decline in monty 
prices and the increase of European competi- 
tion. " 

Far Eastern countries consumed about 16 
per cent of the total exports of the United 
States and supplied about 32 per cent of the 
total imports of the United States. Japan 
consumed the largest volume of American com- 
modities .and sold ‘to the United States the 
largést’ volume of Far East commodities. 
Despite Japan’s policy of discouraging the im- 
portation of what might be called luxuries, 
purchases of that country from the United 
States increased more than 13.5 per’cent over 
1925. | 

Trade with China increased satisfactorily, 
notwithstanding the disturbed condition of that 
country. Exports from the United States to 
China were valued at $129,490, 000, a gain of 
12 per cent over 1925, while imports from 
China declined about 10 per cent below 1925, 
which fact is not surprising. Exports from the 
United States to the Philippine “islands in- 
creased about 12.4 per cent. 

One significant fact in connection with trade 
with the Far East is that on-the whole it is 
what is called “unfavorable;’’ that is, imports 
are greater in value than exports. Often the 
claim is made that the foreign trade of any 
country must be favorable to be sound, and 
that an adverse balance is a bad sign. It is 
claimed that each country to be sound finan- 
cially must. be a creditor country. 

The United States is a creditor nation to 
some countries, but a debtor nation to other 
countries. It is a creditor to European coun- 
tries and a debtonto the Far East. 

As the population of the countries of the 
Far East become more and more advanced and 
‘lifted to the level of the people of other coun- 
tries the Far East may be a still better market 
than Hurope or South America is today. . Not 
until that time can the foreign trade of the 
United States with the Far East-be ‘‘favorable.”’ 
An “unfavorable” foreign trade between tle 
United States and some countries is not neces- 
sarily injurious or dangerous to the future 
economic welfare of the United States. Inter- 
national trade is not barter. A country may 
have adverse balances in one area and favor- 
able balances in another. The balance of-the 
sum total is what counts. 


PURE AMERICANS. 


During the war there were scores of units 
among the American expeditionary force that 
bore on their rosters names which indicated 
how extensive is the melting pot of the Ameri- 
can army. In one company, for example, there 
were boys with names indicating that they 
were of Polish, Irish, French, German, Scotch 
and English ancestry, besides many who were 
of “‘pure American” stock. 

But the War Department has found a cavalry 
troop connected with the Kansas National 
Guard which has on itg roster the names of 
more ‘“‘pure Americans of various nations” 
than were ever before registered in any or- 
ganization in the country. This is Troop C, 
114th cavalry, Kansas National Guard. Every 
member of the organization is an ‘“‘American of 
the Americans.’ They are full-blood Indians 
and represent 29 different tribes or nations 
from 20 different States of the Union. Among 
them are thirteen Cherokees, eleven Sioux, 
six Pimas, five Navajos, four Utes, two each 
of Seminoles, Shawnees, Pueblos, Apaches, 
Arapahoes, Choctaws, Snohomishes, Creeks, 
Senecas, Chippewas and Menominees, and one 
each of the: Pomo, Stockbridge, Sac and Fox, 
Shoshone, Omaha, Wichita, Pawnee, Piute, 
Bannock, Klamath, ‘Cheyenne, Arickarees and 
Oneida tribes.

Arlington county should be incor- 
porated as a city of the first class un- 
der the city manager plan, the bet- 
ter local government commission de- 


cided at its final meeting, held last 
night in the courthouse. Chairman 
L. C. McNemar presided. The commis- 
sion was created several months ago 
and is composed of seven delegates 
from the Arlington County Civic fed- 
eration, seven from the .chamber of 
commerce and Delegate Charles T. 
Jesse and Senator Frank L. Ball, the 
county’s representative in the general 
assembly. 

Delegate Jesse and Senator Frank L. 
Ball, who have opposed incorporation 
at this time, were not present last 
night. 

The commission adopted a motion to 
the effect that the best interests of 
Arlington county requiréd the passage, 
at the forthcoming special session of 
the general assembly, of an enabling act 
under which an election may be called 
at any time to determine whether the 
voters of the county desire to incor- 
porate, and, if so;.under what plan of 
government. : 

The Arlington County Civic federa- 
tion will have a special meeting Fri- 
day night in the Lyon Park commun- 
ity house to consider the report. 

R. L. C. Moncure was elected mayor 
of Falls Church by the town council at 
its meeting last night to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the _ resignation of 
Harmon B. Green. He will fill the un- 
expired term to September, 1928. He 
was sworn in at the residence of Town 
Clerk George W. Hawhurst in the pres- 
ence of his mother, Mrs. Irene Mon- 
cure, and L. P. Daniels, R. E. Ken- 
dricks and Miss Mattie Gundry, mem- 
bers of the town council. 

The fire which threatened the loss 
of a vacant house on Latterner avenue 
early yesterday was a case of incen- 
diarism, Chief A. B. Eaton of the Clar- 
endon department stated last night. 
Fires were started in the cellar, in a 
closet, on the first floor, and in a;closet 
on the second floor. 

The fire was discovered by a milkman 
in making his rounds. The damage, 
according to Eaton, was $1,000. 

Walter U. Varney, candidate for the 
office of Commonwealth’s attorney on 
the Democratic ticket, speaking last 
night before the Ashton Heights Citi- 
zens association, stated the future of 
Arlington county is to be decided in 
the next twelve months, not only in 
the county’sense but in a State-wide.

Cambridge Coeds and Wins 


Urged on to Victory in Contest Against Time by Cox- 
swain Wearing Violets—Big Crowd Watches 
Shells on River Isis. 


Oxford, England, March 14 (By A. P.). 
Oxford skirts triumphed over Cam- 
bridge running pants today in a half- 
mile race against time on the Isis river 


between girls’ crews répresenting Oxford 
and Cambridge universities. 

The coeds, who had trained faithfully 
on much the same lines as the uni- 
versities’ male crews, with the omis- 
sion of the traditional beer of Oxford’s 
rowers, had planned to make their con- 
test a private family affair, but the 
young varsity lads and the townspéo- 
ple got wind of what was going on and 
a crowd of fully 5,000 persons was on 
hand as a beepers cheering section. 

The Oxford girls, most of whom were 
from St. Hilda’s college, wore white 
waists, dark blue skirts and long black 
stockings, while their rivals, all of New- 
ham, wore a brown uniform consisting 
of a waist, running shorts and stock- 
ings. The Oxford crew, quite in keep- 
ing with their more feminine attire, 
was urged to victory by a coxswain 
wearing a large bunch of violets. 


The winning margin of the Oxford 
crew was 14 3-5 seconds for the half- 
mile course. Cambridge stroked it first, 
covering the distance in 3 minutes and 
51 seconds, but the Oxford girls, 10 
minutes later; amid a deafening din of 
bells and rattles from their male ad- 
mirers, swept the distance in 3 minutes 
36 2-5 seconds. 

Rhythm, steadiness and style of 
stroke, all of which counted as points, 
won the unanimous decision of the 
judges for Oxford. 

Because of the narrowness of the 
river and ,because the university au- 
thorities frown on competitive athletics 
for women, the race was run against a 
stopwatch. Both crews, anxious to 
avoid crowds, went without. their 
lunches and raced during their lunch 
hour, when the male students are 
usually busy with their beef and beer. 

Wet bobs were aplenty among the 
women rowers, most of whom, wore 
such short hair that it.was difficult to 
distinguish them in their boats from 
men rowers. 


DIRECTED VERDICT FOR SINCLAIR 
IS DENIED IN CONTEMPT TRIAL

ments will be an important factor in 
the proceedings. The statute provides 
a fine of from $100 to $4,000 and im- 
prisonment in a common jail from a 
month to a year in case the jury finds 
the defendant guilty. 

Early yesterday afternoon, Justice 
Hitz interrupted discussion of the pray- 
ers to inform counsel that he had made 
up his mind respecting instructions to 
the jury. 

“Now, gentlemen,” he said, “I have 
come to my conclusions about this case. 
“IT am not going to leave for this 
jury to pass upon any aspects of the 
pertinency of any of these questions. 
I think it is a question of law for the 
court to decide and I am going to de- 
cide it. 

“I am only going to. leave it to the 
jury to say whether as a matter of fact 
Mr. Sinclair was summoned, whether he 
appeared, whether the questions were 
put to him and whether he refused to 
answer. 

“And for the purpose of my relations 
to the jury it is sufficient if a paper 
writing was served upon him and he 
came in response to it, and by Senator 
Smoot or some other Senator an oath 
was administered as a matter of fact, 
the questions put and he declined to 
answer. 


Instructions for Jury Limited, 


“Now whether the officer who served 
the paper in New York or the senator 
who applied the oath to him here had 
at that moment legal authority to do 
it may be a question of controlling im- 
portance in this case, but it is not a 
question for this jury to decide. 

“Now that is my view of it and that 
is what I am going to tell them. And 
I am going to take a verdict on that 
basis.” 

Maj. Gordon asked Justice Hitz to 
inform the jury that it was no defense 
for the defendant to say that he had 
acted under advice of counsel in refus- 
ing to answer the questions. 

“I do not understand that it maké&’ 
any difference whether he acted under 
the advice of counsel or not,” replied 
Justice Hitz. 

The question of the amount of time 
counsel would require for summing up 
arguments then was considered by the 
court, and George P. Hoover, of Sin- 
clair counsel, suggested two hours a 
side. 
suggested a half hour for each side,

but Justice Hitz ruled that he would 
not place any time limit on the con- 
cluding statements to the jury. 

All the government’s 11 prayers and 
nearly all of the 34 prayers of the de- 


fense were denied by the court, but 
2 defense prayers, which counsel seem- 
ingly regarded as important, were 
granted. They are as follows: 

“The court instructs the jury that 
the defendant is presumed to be inno- 
cent, and that in order to convict him 
of the offense charged in the indict- 
ment every fact necessary to constitute 
such offense must be proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt; and if the jury en- 
tertains any reasonable doubt upon any 
single fact necessary to constitute the 
offense, it is their duty to give the de- 
fendant the benefit of such doubt and 
render a verdict of not guilty. 

“The jury.are instructed that, under 
the law, the jury are the sole and ex- 
clusive judges of the facts of the case 
or the credibility of the witnesses, of 
the weight of the evidence and the in- 
ferences which are to be drawn from 
the evidence, and that the question of 
whether or not, upon a consideration 
of all the evidence in this case and of 
the inferences drawn from such evi- 
dence, this defendant is guilty or not 
guilty of the charge made against him 


in the indictment is a question which 


the jury alone have the power to de- 
cide.” 

After the court overruled the defense’s 
motion for a directed verdict of not 
guilty yesterday morning, Justice Hitz 
permitted defense counsel to read to 
the jury Sinclair’s .statement to the 
committee prior to his refusal to an- 
swer quéstions by Senators Walsh and 
Adams, and other evidence from the 
record, which showed the trend of the 
discussion among members of the com- 
mittee over the question of whether 
they had the right to ask Sinclair 
questions about matters at that time 
pending in the courts. The defense 
closed its case at 11:36 a. m., and the 
jury was then excused until 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

Roberts made a brief statement dur- 
ing the late morning discussion of 
prayers, and there was one sharp clash 
between Roberts 4nd Littleton. 

But aside from that flare-up the pro- 
ceedings of the day were for the most 
part devoid of such incidents as have 
featured battles between opposing coun- 
sel since the start of the trial.

New York, March 15.—There is a pos- 
sibility: verging upon probability that 
the summer white house this year will 
be the attractive estate owned by 
Alfred Owen Crozier, of the National 
Republican club, near Harbor Springs, 
Mich., on Lake Michigan.

“I was told in Washington when I

“We expect to 
show that Mr. Ford makes it up, and 
that the Dearborn Independent owes 
the Ford Co. at least $2,000,000.” 

He pictured Aaron Sapiro as a man 

who had risen in spite of difficulties. 
Born in 1884 in San Francisco, he 
passed the early years of his life in an 
orphanage following the death of his 
father. Winning a medal and $250 in 
money for excellence in grammar 
school, he said Sapiro completed high

This, he al- 
leges, injured his reputation with the 
farmers, among whom he has been 
organizing cooperative organizations for 
fifteen years.

EAR Viola Paris: What can I do 
D to keep powder and rouge on my 

face? In a half hour after 1 
have put it on, it has disappeareti, 
leaving my skin a muddy color.

Answer: Very likely your skin is in- 
clined to be very oily. I would suggest 
that you use great care in cleansing it, 
substituting a lotion for the usual 
heavy cold cream. Every night you 
should, after usi#g this cleansing lo- 
tion, bathe the tace with warm water 
and mild soap. Do not leave any greasy 
creams on the face at night, although 
you can with benefit use a bleach. In 
the morning bathe the face with an 
abundance of cold water, and then use 
an astringent. I would not advise you 
to use vanishing cream, but you might 
solve your problem with a good lotion 
or a very little greaseless cream of the 
fluffy type well smoothed into the skin 
before powdering. You may find that 
a paste rouge, sparingly applied, will 
last better than a dry powder rouge. 
It is worth while to experiment a little 
in order to find a powder that adheres 
well. In applying it, put it on lightly 
and thickly with a clean puff or absor- 
bent cotton, and then dust off the 
surplus. Be careful to pat the powder 
on, not grind it in. 


Dear Viola Paris: I have a very sen- 
sitive, dry skin. Whenever I use water 
on my face it becomes sore. I should 
like to know of an astringent that 
would agree with my skin. Would you 
advise me not to use any water on 
my face in cold weather? E. M. D. 


Answer: I think that you ought to 
use water sparingly, but not dispense 
with it altogether. Once a day you 
might use warm water to which a few 
drops of tincture of benzoin have been 
added to make it soft. Follow this 
with cold water similarly treated with 
tincture of benzoin. 

1 am not familiar with the brand 
of cream that you mention in your 
letter. i do, however, know of a cream 
that I think would be very good for 
your skin, and if you would like to 
write to me inclosing a stamped 
addressed envelope, I should gladly 
give it to you.

By bidding two Diamonds, 
North instructs South to bid the Major 
in which he is the longer. This bid 
could not confuse South if he under- 
stood the convention. If North had 
Diamond strength he would double the 
one Diamond, as that double, if made, 
would be business; if strong in either 
Spades or Hearts, he would bié€ his 
strong suit. With a hand only suited 
to assist Clubs, he would bid two Clubs; 
but when in a position in which a dcn- 
ble, if made, would be business, he 
bids one more of the adverse suit. His 
bid of two Diamonds shows that he 
can not have that suit as with it he 
would have doubled, and it therefore 
shows the two unnamed suits. It is 
better than bidding first the higher- 
valued suit with the expectation of 
subsequently bidding the lower he- 
cause, with such North strength and 
South strong enough to bid, the second 
opportunity for North to bid is not apt 
to arise; partner may prefer Hearts 
and not be able to show his preference.

SOURCES OF BOTULISM. 
Mc. writes: Will you please 
write something about botul- 


M ism. Can one get it from 


bottled fruit juices, or those put up 
in jugs, or from olives? : 


REPLY. 

Yesterday I heard a man telling 
about drinking @ famous whisky con- 
coction called “a stinger.” The saloon 
serving this concoction was next to a 
theater. He had two drinks of this 
“stinger” between acts. When he re- 
turned to the theater’ he saw two 
stages, two leading ladies and two per- 
formances. Everything was doubled ex- 
cept the price of admission. 

One of the first symptoms of botull- 
nus is seeing double. A man just com- 
ing down with it might think he had 
swallowed two “stingers.”” Among the 
symptoms which follow are: Weakness, 
vertigo, unconsciousness, apparent 
paralysis. 

When we think of food potsoning, 
we think of nausea, vomiting and 
purging. A man with botulinus may 
vomit, but the chances are strong that 
he will not. The chances are also 
strong that there will be no stomach 
or intestinal symptoms. 

When we think of food poisoning we 
think of a sudden attack coming on 
while eating, or shortly thereafter. In 
botulism, symptoms rarely develop un- 
til the next day, and they may not 
come ‘until the day after. 


Foods which contain  botulinus 
poison, and no other bacterial product, 
should look, taste, and smell all right. 
When the looks, taste, and smell of the 
food are very bad the probability is that 
other bacteria have worked on it even 
though botulinus poison is present. 
Likewise, in spoiled food which causes 
nausea in a short while, other bacteria, 
either with or without botulinus, have 
been at work there. 

Experience has shown that the botu- 
linus Wacillus can not grow except in 
places from which air is excluded. 1 
doubt if botulinus bacillus ever grows 
in fluid in a jug; too much air.’ I pre- 
sume all fruit juices contain too much 
acid for botulinus since this bacillus 
does not prosper in acid mixtures.

The origin of the present wave of ex- 
citement about botulinus was caused by 
botulinus in ripe olives. I-have Soe 
heard of any cases of olive botulinus for 
several years. In an outbreak of food 
poisoning due to olives last year the 
trouble was found to be due to other 
food bacteria. The outbreak was not 
one due to botulism. 

In America, spinach, peas, beans and 
corn seem to be about the only remain- 
ing sources of danger, and they are 
being made safer all the time. 

In Europe botulism is due to bacteria 
in meat. Here, we know little about 
botulism from eating meat.

My six- 
month-old baby is fed on the breast. 
He weighs 18 pounds and he hasn't 
any teeth yet. He never has a natural 
bowel movement.

N® YORK, March 15 (By A. P.).— 


A solemn-faced young Swedish 

schoolmaster, an agile, engaging 
French pump salesman and an acrobatic 
Spanish woodchopper furnish the in- 
ternational color to a fading winter's 
drama of sports. 

Edvin Wide, the schoolmaster, comes 
from the Scandinavian cradle of dis- 
tance runners, following the glamor- 
ous footsteps of the man he has since 
conquered Paavo Nurmi. Jean Boro- 
tra, who swings a capable racket be- 
tween sales talks, seeks to carry on 
France’s triumphant streak in the 
American indoor tennis championships. 
Paulino Uzcudum, woodchopper and 
pugilist, is confident of using the rug- 
ged New Zealander, Tom Heeney, as a 
stepping stone to heavyweight promi- 
nence. 

The personality of these invaders car- 
ries: nearly as much appeal as their 
ability. Wide, though less taciturn, is 
of the same mild-mannered mold as 
Nurmi, but Borotra, flashing color with 
every bound and a contagious smile, 


has no figure since “Maury” McLough- 
lin, the California “comet.” Paulino’s 
picturesque style and “caveman” build, 
have put him in the same class as the 
giant Argentinian, Luis Firpo, as a fis- 
tic attraction. 

Of the three, Wide faces prebably 
the stiffest odds just now. In his 
first big test, this Thursday at 
Madison Square Garden, the fieet- 
footed Swede will toe the mark for 
a i-mile race against Lloy-Hanh, 
the American champion, and sev- 
eral other homebred stars. 


It is the biggest footrace of the 
season. Hahn, who has been running 
consistently around 4:15, seems ripe 
for an attack on the world’s indoor 
record of 4:12, set by Nurmi in 1921 and 
equaled the same year by Jolie Ray.

WORRY CAUSED PLAN | 

FOR SUICIDE, HE SAYS. 

Woman’s Mental Peculiarities 
Related by Witnesses; Case 


to Jury Today. : 


, 


The manner in which Mrs. Frances 
De Brodes, elderly mother of George 
Victor De Brodes, came to her death on 
June 16, 1923, at 117 C street north-| 
east, will remain a mystery. Not even 
her son, who was the only other per- 
son in the room when the pistol, which 
caused her death, was discharged, 


knows exactly what happened when 
they both attempted to seize the 
weapon, according to his testimony 
yesterday in criminal court, where he 


is on trial on a charge of first degree 
murder. 

The prosecution, represented by As- 
sistant District Attorney James J. 
O’Leary, contends that the son fired 
the shot which killed Mrs De Brodes 
and that he afterward admitted hav- 
ing done so to Policemen Bridges and 
Leigh and at the same time said that 
he had intended to kill himself. 

According to the testimony of De 
Brodes the last thing he remembers 
is that after he opened his brief case 
to show his mother some photographic 
proofs of the pictures of his fiancee, 
Miss Mary Teresa Bays, the pistol be- 
came exposed and his mother’s hand 
clasped it. He attempted to take it 
from her, he said, and the next thing 
he knew he was being attended by a 
physician who was rendering first aid 
to him for an epileptic seizure. 


Planned to Kill Self. 


De Brodes admitted that he had plan- 
ned to kill himself, but he denied that 
he had any intention of taking the life 
of any one else. He said he could not 
remember telling the police that he 
had shot his mother and had intended 
to kill himself. 

Worry over the illness of his sister, 
Miss Patiline De Brodes, and also the 
iilness of his mother and worry over 
his financial troubles prompted him to 
plan to take his own life, De Brodes 
said, but he got over the notion of 
Suicide shortly before he arrived at 
the Union station from New York with 
his mother on the day of the tragedy, 
he declared. 

There was one other person in the 
room with De Brodes and his mother 
when the pistol partly slid out of the 
brief case. That was Miss Bays, but 
she fled as soon as she saw the mother 
and son grasp the pistol, according to 
her testimony. Miss Bays also said 
that she heard shots and then fied, 
screaming, out of the house. Hence 
there are no eye-witnesses to the trag- 
edy who can remember or who saw 
exactly what transpired. 


Testify on Epilepsy. 


Numerous witnesses testified con- 
ce@fing the mental peculiarities of 
Mrs. De Brodes and also concerning the 
epileptic seizures with which her son 
is afflicted. De Brodes himself detailed 
to the jury the story of: his life from 
the time he left school up until the 
time he arrived in Washington from 
New York on the day of the death of 
his mother. He stated that he had 
worked at the American embassy in 
Paris, France, as a translator and later 
worked in several branches of the gov- 
_ermment service. At the time of. his 

other’s death he was employed in the 

Id office of the veterans’ bureau in 
New York and on the day she died had 
come to Washington for a visit and to 
leave his mother here. 

Dr. William A. White, superintendent 
of St. Elizabeth’s hospital, where De 
Brodes was under treatment nearly 
three years, and Dr. Harry Crawford, 
Dr. John Lind, Dr. Kenneth McKinney. 
well known alienists, and Dr. John E. 
Walsh, a physician, and Dr. E. V. Wil- 
cox, a writer, and his wife all testified 
concerning their acquaintance with 
De Brodes and his epileptic seizures. 
The alienists testified that De Brodes 
was not capable of understanding the 
nature or quality of his acts just be- 
fore and immediately after a seizure. 

The defense, represented by Attorneys 
Wilton J. Lambert, Arthur T. Lambert, 
Rudolph H. Yeatman, Godfrey L. Mun- 
ter and Elmer T. Bell, has rested. The 
prosecution has also rested. This case 
was to have gone to the jury yesterday 
but counsel for De Brodes decided at the 
eleventh hour to have him tell his own 
story, as far as he could, concerning 
how his mother died. Therefore, the 


case will not reach the jury until late 
today.

CRUISES FOR DISTRICT 
NAVAL RESERVES FIKED 


Forces Will Embark From 
Here for First Journey 
on July 2. 


FOUR PERIODS PROVIDED 


Cruises for the District naval reserves 
were announced by the Navy Depart- 
ment yesterday, the destroyer Allen be- 
ing assigned to conduct the local di- 
visions on their summer cruises. 

On the first cruise, July 2 to 16, Bal- 
timore and Washington reservists of the 


Fifth and Washington navy yard dis- 
tricts, will embark here. Their second 
week’s liberty port is New York, the first 
not yet being designated. Contingents 
from the same cities will participate 
in the second cruise, July 23 to August 
6, with Newport, R. I., and New York 
as their liberty ports, and the final 
groups Will leave here on the last cruise, 
August 13 to 27, with the same liberty 
ports. Six divisions, three from this 
city, will be represented in the cruises. 

Destroyer squadrons of the scouting 
fleet will be employed in the trainirz 
of reservists of the Atlantic coast and 
eleven cities of the middle West, in ac- 


' cordance with the navy’s policy of 1925 
| to use active units of the fleet for train- 


ing cruises of naval reserve officers and 
men. 

Four training periods of two weeks 
are provided in a schedule approved 
yesterday by Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur. Destroyer division 25, now in 
European waters, will be overhauled on 
its return in June and will cruise with 
divisions going to sea July 20 and 
August 13. The Allen, local destroyer, 
will make three cruises of two weeks 
with one week between cruises for over- 
hauling. Local reservists will maneuver 
off Long Island and target, torpedo 
and mine practice will be held. 

It is the policy of the department 
to train members of the reserve so that 
each division shall form a crew ior a 
definitely named destroyer, now out of 
commission, in case of mobilization. 

Each year the size of divisions is 
enlarged with the aim that 84 naval 
reservists will be available for a ship’s 
company together with twelve regular 
navy men taken from active ships and 
12 former regular men. 

Last summer 5,786 officers and men 
of the naval reserve made the train- 
ing cruises and it is expected this 
year’s number will exceed 6,000.

Epstein Fine and Jail

The sentence of six months in jail

FLIER DOES HAZARDOUS 
STUNTS IN NAVY TESTS 


Vertical Diving Features Ana- 
costia Maneuvers for Selec- 
tion of Shipboard Fighters. 


WORKOUTS HELD SECRET 


Vertical diving from a height of 3,000 
feet, flying upside down, “‘double roll- 
ing” and “stalling’’ to a point where 
it seemed motionless in the sky, were 
features of the performance at Ana- 
costia yesterday of the Curtiss plane 
seeking to win the navy’s choice as its 
type for new “shipboard fighters.” 

Maj. Temple Joyce, army air corps 
reserve, was the pilot. who put the ma- 


chine through its hazardous paces, 
and the demonstration was witnessed 
by Glenn Martin, noted flier; Vice 
President Frank Russell, of the Curtiss 
Airplane & Motor Co., Garden City, L. 
I.; Rear Admiral W. A. Moffett, chief of 
the bureau of aeronautics, and Capt. 
Emory 8S. Land, assistant chief and 
many naval officials. 

As selections of an important type 
of war plane depends on results of the 
next four weeks’ tests at Anacostia and 
Philadelphia, detailed descriptions of 
the competing planes and their ac- 
complishments will be held secret, 
photographers yesterday were barred 
from the proving grounds. 

The entry of the Eberhardt Airplane 
Co., of Buffalo, probably will be flown 
today, and that of the Boeing Airplane 
Co., Seattle, now being set up, is ex- 
pected by the last of the week. 

After being flown by makers’ pilots, 
naval pilots will take over operation 
of the planes and fully two weeks will 
be spent here in making land and 
sea flights. Competing planes then 
»}will be transported to Philadelphia, 
where they will be shot from catapults 
on the decks of battleships. No award 
will be made by the naval inspecting 
board for more than a month. 

The planes designed for use on 
battleships and cruisers equipped with 
catapults, will be tested for speed, en- 
durance, rate of climb and maneuver 
ability, and experiments will be made 
while they are equipped with pontoons 
as seaplanes, and with wheels. 

The shipboard fighting plane differs 
from the land fighter in that it pri- 
marily is a seaplane to be launched 
from catapults. The land fighter is 
not restricted to a minimum speed 
on taking off and landing, but the 
minimum speed of the _ shipboard 
fighter must be low enough to enable 
it to take the air under conditions of 
catapulting. 

The plane further is expected to 
compete in the air with fighting planes 
of any type which may be sent against 
it, and consequently a higher per- 
formance is demanded. 

Purchase of 38 planes of the type 
most nearly meeting the navy’s re- 
quirement will be made from one of 
the competing firms. 


MONTGOMERY CENSUS 
OF CHILDREN TAKEN 


12,949 White and 3,364 
Colored Under 18 Years 
Found in County. 


The census of children 18 years of 
age and under, recently conducted by 
the public school teachers of Mont- 
gomery county, Md., by direction of 
the county board of education, shows 
12,949 white and 3,364 colored children. 
Two years ago a similar census showed 
1,271 fewer white and 102 more colored 
children in the county. 

The distribution of these children 
by districts is, according to the census, 
as follows: . 

Laytonsville, 582 white and 239 col- 
ored; Clarksburg, 85 white and 168 
colored; Poolesville, 462 white and 184 
colored; Rockville, 1283 white and 
345 colored; Colesville, 609 white and 
270 colored; Darnestown, 352 white and 
304 colored; Bethesda, 2,861 white and 
165 colored; Olney, 509 white and 501 
colored; Gaithersburg, 622 white and 
322 colored; Potomac, 218 white and 
42 colored; Barnesville, 384 white and 
290 colored; Damascus, 593 white and 
93 colored; Wheaton, 3,673 white and 
441 colored. 

In Rockville, Bethesda and Wheaton 
districts, which show the greatest in- 
crease, there are, respectively,. 277, 905 
and 334 more children than shown by 
the 1925 census.

The bureau of efficiency is preparing 
its report on the traffic signal scandal, 
which is expected to be placed in the 
hands of the District commissioners 
late this week.

Honesty Not in Question. 


Investigators for the bureau of ef- 
ficiency, the commissioners and others 
are said to be convinced from study 
of the case that Moller’s honesty has 
not been brought into question. It 
is said that the commissioners are 
loath to compromise on permitting 
him to resign because of two circum- 
stances; first, that he admittedly certi- 
fied to the correctness of a voucher 
for disbursement of public funds, 
which voucher was not correct; and, 
second, that he removed a file of offi- 
‘cial documents from the District bulld- 
ing to his house. 

On the other hand, friends of Mol- 
ler protest that if there are to be dis~ 
charges Moller should not be the only 
one to be discharged from the District 
service. While admitting he did im- 


nothing thereby and they point to his 
statement made twice under oath, once 
in his testimony before the Gibson sub- 
committee, and once in an affidavit, 
that others knew and approved his 
acts before they were committed.
